MILLSTONE ABOUT HIS NECK. 

‘Bat, whoso shall offend one of these lit- 
tle ones which believe in me, It were better 
for him that a mill-stone were hanged a- 
bout his neck, and that he were drowned 
in the debth of the sea.” Marr. xvii. 6. 

It is thought by Grotius, that the kind 
of punishment here alludedto was not 
used among the Jews, but thatit was 
practised by the ancient Syrians. Cus- 
aubon (upon the 67th chapter of Sueton- 
jus’s Augustus) relates, that the tutor 
and ministers of Caius Cesar, for tak- 
ing the opportunity of his sickness and 
death, to infest and ruin the proviuce 
by their pride and covetousness, were 
witha heavy weight put about their 
necks, thrown headiong into ariver. It 
may be observed also, that when the 
punishment of drowning was inflicted, 
the persons condemned were rolled up 
in sheets of lead, and so cast into the 
water, 

The crime mentioned in the verse 
which heads this article, is the same, as 
the me "Radon ia the, Merses,, (lows 
the world because of offences! for it 
must needs be that oilences come; but 
wo to that man by whom the offence 
cometh! Wherefore, if thine hand or 
thy foot offend thee, cut them off, and 
cast them from thee; it is better for thee 
to enter into life halt or maimed, rather 
than having two hands or two feet, to 
be cast into everlasting fire. And if 
thine eye offend thee, pluck it out, and 
cast it from thee: it is better for thee to 
enter into life wih one eye, rather than 
having two eyes, to be cast into hell- 
fire.” 

We have a question to ask here. If | 
the popular construction of the verses | 
last quoted be correct, what proportion is | 
there between the two punishments spo-_ 
ken of? One is said to be worse than | 
being drowned in the sea; and the other 
is being cast into hell-fire, or Gehenna. | 
The offence isthe same in both. Sure- 
ly according to this Christ was a strange 
teacher; at one moment comparing the 
punishment ofa sin to temporal death, 
and at another denouncing upon it end- 
less punishment. What consistency is 
there in such teachings?

SurPwWReck AND Loss oF Lives—In- 
dian Bulcheries.—The following shock- 
ing particulars of a serious and most dis- 
tressing occurrences, are copied from 
the Jackson( East Feliciana,) Republi-

The schr. Ellen, from Texas, went all 
to pieces off tho Cote Blanche, in the 
storm of last Wednesday—all perished 
except four. What renders this circum- 
stance the more distressing is, that the 
Ellen had cn board some noble spirited 
young officers belonging to the Texian 
army, who were on their way from the 
Balize to Mobile and New York to raise 
recruits, when they heard of the dread- 
ful situation of the families near “Cape 
Sable, in Florida; they immediately 
sailed for that course, and afier a very 
severe fight with a party of Indians, they 
gallantly rescued the wife and two 
daughters of Mr Prescot, from destruc- 
brutal-

seamen were drowned in the jolly boat

Execution of Crockett and Russe!l. 

Pursuant to their sentence, and we 
may add in aceordance with the settled 
conviction in the minds of the communi- 
ty of the necessity of ticir execution, 
these unhappy and misgided men expia- 
ted their atrocious crime on the scaffold 
inthe jail yard, at aquarter past ten 
yesterday (Tuesday) fournoon. 

Russell assuredly, and perhaps even 
Crockett, ente:tained hops of a commu- 
tation of punishment as late as eight 
o’clock yesterday morning; and to use 
their own words, they ‘‘did not think it 
right to take life merely for setting fire 
tou house.”’ A little after eight, the Rev 
Mr Taylor, of the Bethel, accompanied 
with a few religious friends, eatered the 
jeil, and for the convenience of their ex- 
ercises both prisoners were placed in one 
cell, though each manifested a disincli- 
nation to meet the other. After the re- 
ligious services were concluded, howev- 
er, the question being put to them, they 
both declared that they: did not cherish 
any feelings of resentment towards each 
other; but this could scarcely be true, 
unless Crockett underwent a very sud- 
den change of heart, as ever since his 
conviction he has expressed himself with 
evident hostility towards Russe!l, who he 
justly accused of having ensnared him 
into a course of crime, which has proved 
fatal to both. We understand that,while 
Mr Taylor andthe officers were with 
them, they confessed a great deal more 
than they were even suspected of, and it 
is to be hoped that their dying disclos- 
ures may be the means of detecting their 
as-ociates, who are said to be at least ten 
in number. 

Sheriff Sumner read their death war- 
rant to them in the cell, from which they 
were immediately conducted to the scaf- 
fuld. They marched their last march a- 
cross the yard with a firm step and com- 
posed air. As soon as they reached the 
platform, they were at once fully pinion- 
ed and their final position adjusted. Dur- 
ing this awful noment—the last in which 
they ever beheld the light of day—Rus- 
sell’s countenance and tremulous limbs
